Papers entitled ‘Wilmington, 1978” 
which they directed to Mrs McKie, 
After reading the papers Mrs, 
McKie sent the following letter 
to Miss LeBauer and her students, 

Dear Miss LeBauer: 

I have read with great interest 
the themes written by your students 
entitled, ‘Wilmington, 1978’, In 
addition, other Planning Board 
members have readthem andnoted 
the comments of the students, 
It may prove worthwhile to pass 
them along to the Recreation 
Commission, 

Much of what the students have 
to say has merit and I am certain 
will be recorded by Town Officials 
However, sometimes students be- 
come a little confused regarding 
the functions of Town government 
as opposed to private enterprise 
in addition to the responsibilities 
of the various Town Boards, 

It was rather alarming to note 
the degree of dissatisfaction among 
the youngsters with the services 
provided by their Town govern- 
ment, AS I have previously stated, 
I agree that more consideration 
Should be given for the recreation 
of youth, 

However, that consideration 
should not extend into the realm 
of private enterprise, It is this 
over-lapping of government which 
produces a socialistic and even 
4 police state, 

The fundamental of democracy 
insure that private enterprise 1s 
entitled to flourish and that citi~- 
zens may establish businesses 
which will provide a livelihood for 
themselves and their families, 

To undermine this right by pro- 
posing that government undertake 
provit-making organizations, such 


as drive-in theaters, minature golf 
courses, etc,, endangers every 
basic principle of democracy, AS 
I feel strongly about the growth 
of socialistic attitudes, may I sug- 
gest that this point be discussed 
in class so that miscomprehen- 
sions which exist may be cleared? 

Regarding the authority and re- 
sponsibility of the Planning Board; 
it is important to remember that 
the Planning Board is essentially 
an advisory board, It may em- 
ploy professionals to study pro- 
blems which exist or may exist 
in the future, The recommend- 
ations which result from these 
studies are discussed by the Board 
and proposed to the Town Meeting, 

It is the voters alone, at the 
Town Meeting, who can initiate 
any action proposed, and appro- 
priate the funds to do so, 

In the matter of sub-division 
control, the Board has more power, 
It has the responsiblity to see that 
any streets, drainage or utilitles 
are installed in such a manner that 
the Town, when it takes over the 
ownership of these services, will 
have a minimum oftrouble, Design 
standards and conformity with the 
zoning by-law, of course, are con- 
siderations as well, 

This of necessity is over-sim- 
plified but I feel it may help to 
alleviate some of the misunder- 
Standing which exists regarding 
the duties of the Planning Board, 

Thank you for the invitation to 
speak to your students, and for 
the opportunity to read their in~ 
teresting comments, It was a 
Pleasureable and most enjoyable 
experience,
